gation shows that tho plans of the 
famine relief committee are admir- 
able. There has been no leakage ot 
the funds administered by foreigners. 


A house to house Inspection has re- 


sulted In ninety thousand families, to- 
tally 500,000 famine sufferers, being 
enrolled by the committee, which is 
attempting to provide food for them 
until the harvest. 


Additions to the list ot families will 


be made only when the funds avail- 
able justify it. 
Three kinds of relief tickets are is- 


sued: 
First, free food tickets, which are 


not issued unless tho family has ab- 
solutely no money, food or pawnable 
articles and its members are too weak 
to work. 
Second, where they are physically 


able to each member of a family is 
given work to pay for food. 


Third, the Chinese government is 


paying some families one and one 
half cents per day. 


Often the thatch roofs and timbers 


of houses are sold and families, be- 
cause they had a table left have been 
refused relief, and, utterly

aged, they have committed suicide.

HOW TO MEND TABLE LINEN. 


To launder a lingerie waist so that 


it looks like new is a piece of work 
that even the most inexperienced can 
do if they will but give the time. No 
previous knowledge of ironing is nec- 
essary, though a certain 'deftness must 
be exercised to bring the best results. 
I would say, indeed, that lightness of 
touch and patience were the two most 
necessary requisites. 


Washing is the simplest part of the 


operation, yet the blouse may be quite 
ruined or made to look thick if it is 
in any way hurried or slurred over. 


The soap used 
in this cleansing 


should be of ;i fine quality of white, 
and ammonia or washing powders are 
quite superfluous. 
The best way to 


launder is to make 
a basin of hoi 


water quite soapy and then plunge in 
the waist. 
Do not rub any soap on 


the material, for the effect of this wil 
be to thicken the quality of the goods 
Indeed, squeeze the garment, keeping 
it under water, and avoid rubbing the 
least bit, even between the hands. Le 
all the work be squeezing. 


As the laundering must be such a 


delicate piece of work, it. is well t 
let the waist stand all night in this 
water, for then it. practically cleans 
itself. 
After thoroughly soaking for 


ten or twelve hours, remove it careful- 
ly and put into another basin of soap- 
suds and squeeze again. This should 
be done three times and then rinsed 
in clear water, always squeezing and 
always keeping 
the 
material under 


water.

little bluing in the last water. 


To stiffen a lingerie waist I consid- 


er a great mistake, as it detracts from 
the delicacy of the fabric. Yet a little 
dressing is required and may be bad 
by ironing when damp, as handker- 
chiefs should be. 


If the blouse is a fine quality it will 


take not more than half an hour to 
dry sufficiently to iron. Ironing is the 
difficult part of the work, and if prop- 
erly done should 
leave 
the waist 


without, a crease when completed. 


To do this pressing so there will be 


no wrinkles a small ironing board and 
a smooth 
roll of brown 
paper just 


large enough to go through the wrist- 
band are necessary. 
Begin the work 


by spreading out one sleeve quite fiat, 
smoothing so there will be practically 
no creases. Over this run the iron, 
taking care not to let it go to the very 
outside edge of the sleeve, because 
if you do it will make a sharp crease 
there, showing that 
it 
has 
been 


ironed. Leave that edge unironed. 
Turn the sleeve and press the other 
side in the same way. still keeping 
away from the edge. You then have 
both sides done smooth. 


Run your hand through the sleeve 


and spread it the other way, that is 
to say, so that th§ unpressed, edges 
will not be in the middle where the 
iron may go-over this wrinkled or un- 
finished portion. Smooth it and finish 
that part of the Klee.ve so that it is 
quite without a crease. 


In the gathers .comes the .fussiest • - 


part of the work, and here the pap'er 
roll will be found a, help. The effort- 
must be to run the iron over without 
pressing any of these flat, an.d this is 
only accomplished 
by going slowly 


and spreading almost every inch over 
the roll that is thrust through the 
sleeves and serves as a foundation. 
Should the material dry too much dur- 
ing tho process, the blouse should be 
dampened with a soft cloth. When the 
sleeve is finished it should be rrisp 
and entirely without a crease. 


The same operation 'is' repeated on 


the other sleeve, and then the body is 
ironed spreading ' the front flat and 
doing that 
before ' the backs. The 


pressing should be done on the right 
side to give a little gloss, but if there 
is heavy embroidery it must be done 
first on the wrong side to make it 
stand out and then finished on the 
right side. 
Remove any belt before 


washing, for the 
laundering can be 


better done without it. 


If the blouse is the right dampness 


it will have a slight stiffness after 
ironing. 
If too damp the iron ^will 


stick to it, and if too dry the Iron'Vill 
go over without leaving any stiffness. 


After the ironing is completed put 


the blouse on a coat hanger for sev- 
eral hours, to be quite dry. before 'lay- 
ing away. 


B A K E D 
EGGS. 


There are a number of different ways of baking eggs, 


among-which the following are perhaps best:— 


Cover the bottom of a low stone china baking dish with 


a layer of fine crumbs. Break as many epgs. one by one. as 
there are people to bo served and lay carefully in the but- 
tered crumbs. 
Sift over them more crumbs, seasoned and 


buttered, and bake until the crumbs are brown. Or cut thin 
slices of bread, trim oft the crusts, lay ou a thickly buttered 
dish and cover with thin slices of cheese. 
Beat enough eggs 


to cover the bread, season with suit, pepper and. if liked, a 
little nutmeg, and pour over the bread. Bake in a moderate 
oven until the eggs arc set, then serve very hot in the same 
dish. 
Again, slice .-. half dozen hard boiled eggs, put. a layer 


la the buttered dish, sprinkle with grated cheese, add another 
layer of eggs, then more cheese, and r.o on until .ill are used. 
Turn enough white sauce over the dish to thoroughly moisten 
the crumbs, dust wilh buttered crumbs and bake ten minutes. 
Sometimes these aru known as sienna esgs. 


Another variation Is to beat the whites of eggs to n stiff 


froth, salt lightly and spread roughly in the bottom of a b;it- 
ter dish. Make nests for the yolks of the eggs some distance 
apart; carefully lay them In, dust, with salt and pepper, and 
bafce until the white is a golden brown.
